Far  the  Saturday  Gaaette. 

A  CONNECTICUT  TE4C  UfcR’S  IB 
HTITUTE-No.  3. 

The  lualitaie  opened  at  half  past  revert 
on  Thursday  evening,  with  a  good  audi¬ 
ence,  A  local  clergyman  occupied  the 
chair.  Prof.  F.  T.  Ruaaeli,  of  Trinity 
College;  Hartford,  led  off  with  an  addreaa 
on  Heading,  and  entertained  the  audience 
with  a  recitation  of  several  Uvorite  piece*. 
Prof  B  <t.  North. op  then  delivered  Ilia 
Irctore  on  ‘  Education  in  Europe,"  during 
which  he  deprecated  the  practice  of  send 
log  American  children  to  Kmope  to  be  ed¬ 
ucated.  He  claimed  tuat  German  method* 
of  teaching  were  *low  and  ill  ndapted  to

our  youth  ;  that  the  discipline  abroad,  is 
apt  to  be  arbitrary  *nd  despotic;  that  it 
un  Americanize*  our  children;  that  they 
lose  their  facility  with  the  English  tongue, 
and  their  ideality  with  Aineiican  alumni; 
and  run  great  l  ie's  of  lotiog  their  manner* 
and  moral*  ;  their  religious  habit*  and  be 
lief*,  and  much  of  their  respect  and  sym¬ 
pathy  for  tree  gove.nment 

On  Friday  iitorn  ng,  Prof,  W,  W.  Wood¬ 
ruff,  Supctiuteudsut  ol  School*,  lor  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  addressed  t  ie  Institute  on  Lan¬ 
guage  and  rroaunciallon.  Prof,  Russell 
followed  on  Reading,  and  gave  a  success¬ 
ful  rendering  of  Poe  s  '  Bella.”  In  the  re¬ 
petition  of  the  word  belle,  his  imitation  of 
the  interferenee  of  tourul,  peculiar  to  large 
be'!*,  was  very  pleasing.  He  practiced  t lie 
tcscliers  on  tlie  words,  “silver  bells.”  "bra- 
aen  bells,”  “iron  bell*,”  “golden  bells," 
striving  to  convey  their  meaning  in  the 
souod. 

In  the  afternoon.  Mis*  E  D.  Browning, 
of  the  8;ate  Normal  School,  took  the  plat 
form  and  illustrated  on  the  blackboard  her 
method  of  teaching  Drawing— both  inven¬ 
tive  and  from  object*.  She  was  then  on 
her  way  to  New  York  to  procure  addition¬ 
al  model*  for  her  classes.  A  great  and  in¬ 
creasing  interest  is  evinced  in  the  State  on 
the  subject  of  Drawing  in  schools. 

Prof.  Northrop  filled  up  a  vacancy  with 
a  lecture  on  Language  teaching.  As  there 
was  aoote  *  heaps  nag  among  the  teacher*, 
he  paused,  and  aaid,  “If  we  must  have 
whispering  in  our  schools,  let  tt  be  done  in 
concert."  He  recommended  whisper-read¬ 
ing  to  get  distinct  enunciation.  Iu  this  ex 
ercise  the  pupil *  should  utter  each  word 
slowly  and  forcibly  and  breathe  after  every 
second  word.  In  German  schools,  con ver 
aational  exercia.  *  arc  I  ad,  with  the  view  of 
attaining  precise  and  grammatical  exprmw 
si  out.  Text  book*  are  not  used  so  ptuch 
there,  as  In  thi*  country  The  best  text 
book,  said  the  Professor,  Is  a  live  teacher. 
He  would  hang  mottoes  in  affYWk*  prima¬ 
ry  rooms,  to  l>e  printed  on  slate*— re  tested 
in  concert  and  committed  to  memory.  He 
would  read  sentence*  Iroin  hooks  and  have 
them  repeated  by  the  children.  He  would 
give  word*  for  them  to  embody  in  a  sen 
tance.  He  would  have  recitations  from 
pictures,  then  turn  the  pictures  srotind 
and  have  them  dcjw-rilted  Irom  memory. — 
Here  the  Professor  produced  two  framed 
pictures,  and  nailed  upon  different  teach 
ert  to  describe  them — first  from  sight,  then 
from  memory,  and  finally  from  imagine 
tion.  Thi*  last  'acuity,  he  dmtno  I,  is  too 
much  neglected  in  school. 

In  more  advanced  classed,  Prof.  North 
rop  would  have  exercise*,  both  oral  and 
written,  in  tracing  rcoembl  nee  and  differ 
ence  between  objects;  and  by  way  of  il¬ 
lustration,  placed  before  the  teachers  a 
wash-stand  and  a  chair,  Milting  them  to 
state,  first,  points  of  rescmbUace ;  then, 
points  of  difference.  Ha  wauld  also  have 
the  older  people  keep  diaries,  and  thus 
team  the  value  of  to-day.  To-day  is 
king  iu  disguise — every  day  i*  a  new  leaf 
in  our  history.  Finally,  he  would  have 
debates,  oral  and  written;  criticism*  on 
objects,  books,  Ac.;  sketches  ot  character; 
writing  of  Imaginary  editorials;  and,  last 
of  all,  Essays. 

In  answer  to  a  question,  Prof.  Northrop 
said  he  would  hare  script  writing  taught 
to  small  pupil*  very  *oon  after  they  learn 
print. 

Hore  followed  a  singing  exercise,  by  a 
class  of  9H  smsll  children,  from  one  of  the 
local  schools.  They  had  been  taught  to 
read  notes  under  the  Jepson  system.  They 
resd  and  tang  very  cleverly,  several  exer¬ 
cises  in  notes  Irom  the  blackboard,  but  it 
was  noticed  that  their  teacher*  Invariably 
sang  with  tftem. 

Mr.  Thomas  Thatcher,  of  New  York, 
then  spoke  on  the  u*fi  and  value  of  Histo¬ 
ry  aa  a  school  study. 

Rev.  John  W.  Harding,  of  Mass,  follow 
ed  with  a  most  interesting  account  of  hi* 
tour  In  Egypt,  and  experience  on  a  NUe 
boat. 

In  the  evening,  Mr.  Oilee  Potter,  ai 
agent  appointed  by  the  State  to  secure  the 
ebservsnee  ol  **  toe  lew  to  prevent  llllte- 
r*cy,"  stated  that  he  found  manufacturers, 
farmers  and  all  employers,  cheerAilly  con 
forming  to  ths  Inw,  There  were  a  few 
French  Canadians  end  other  foreigners, 
who  tried  to  evade  It.  The  wretches  who 
held  the  Italian  music  boys  In  slsvery  st 
New  Hsven,  were  punished  under  the  lew 

Frof.  Northrop  stated  that  compulsory 
education  la  tiecoming  general  In  Europe. 
Though  the  Idea  originated  In  this  country 


over  <00  year*  ago,  we  had  fallen  far  behind 
in  profiting  by  it.  In  *U  the  twenty-two 
canoua  nt' Switzerland.  except  four,  thi  re 
la  a  couipuleory  law  eu  acted  by  the  people. 
Europe  Is  slso  in  advance  of  ut  iu 
teaching  drawing.  Bisty  years  ago,  Napo¬ 
leon  >li» land  that  drawing  must  bn  taught 
in  all  'u*  school*  of  Fraace.  This  edict 
has  pa  «l  that  nation  in  the  front  rank  as 
rt-gs/d*  artist*  and  skilled  workmen.  We 
have  to  call  on  Europe,  for  architects,  de¬ 
signer*  and  painters,  fie  was  glad  to  seT 
the  Public  School*  giving  more  attention 
to  drawing.  ~i 

Rev.  Dr.  Boilwtdl,  of  Hartford,  then  gave 
a  lecture  ou  UC  t>en  and  Merlin  England.’' 
To  attempt  to  i <  eat  all  the  good  tilings 
and  new,  which  lie  told,  would  make  this 
article  too  long. 

On  Saturday  morning,  Prof.  Woodruff, 
of  Penn.,  gave  some  bints  on  tbe  manage¬ 
ment  of  schools.  Dr.  Leigh,  of  8t  Louis, 
tlu-n  ini  rod  iced  Miss  AoiJr6,  of  Russia,  mi 
intelligent  looking  young  lady,  and  an  ex 
peril-need  teacher,  who  spoke  in  very  good 
English,  upon  the  schools  of  her  country. 
The  nobility  have  for  ages  bad  schools  of 
high  character,  provided  by  tbe  govern¬ 
ment  and  liberally  endowed;  but  the  com¬ 
mon  people  were  exclrded  from  them  ami 
received  little  or  no  education.  Alter  the 
serfs  >  ere  emancipated,  they  di  nmuilcl 
school*.  Then  education  received  a  new 
Impulse.  The  Greek  alphabet  which  had 
broil  taught  the  children  hitherto,  wa*  mo¬ 
dified  and  the  phonetic  system  adopted. — 
Now  the  primary  pupils  are  made  to  read 
words  at  sight,  and  learn  the  mysteries  of 
spelling  at  a  future  day.  They  are  also 
drilled  in  mental  arithmetic,  until  they  can 
tell  the  anuii'it  of  a  column  ul  figures,  with 
the  Hsme  facility  that  they  can  pronounce 
|  a  word,  w'tbout  taking  figure  by  figure

He  condemned  the  practice  of  mak 
ing  children  a:t  with  toided  arms— as  it 
impeded  the  action  of  toe  'ting*,  lie 
said  the  nose  is  nature’s  breathing  tube. — 
Indians  will  not  allow  their  children  to 
sleep  with  their  mouths  open.  He  said 
that  breathing  is  one  of  the  lost  arts.
